Several residents of the 2500 
block of Delmar ^venue asked 
that southbound busses be re¬ 
moved and possibly routed over 
Cleveland blvd. During a hearing 
last summer, the residents com¬ 
plained of busses running in 
both directions in the 2500 block 
of Delmar avenue, and as a tem- 
^rary measure, the northbound 
vehicles were rerouted In the 
2500 block of Edison avenue. 

Last Thursday's hearing was 
called by the ICC to determine 
if the routing was to be per¬ 
manent. A decision on the pres¬ 
ent routing and the complaints 
is expected within a few weeks.

Areas On Fringe Of State 
Have Many Special Problems 

Just as fringe areas bf eities have many in¬ 
herent problems, areas of Illinois bordering on 
other states encounter difficulties not found in 
interior communities. * 

An illustration is the confusion stemming from 
the fact that both.Illinois and Indiana issued 1961 
auto license plates with white letters and numbers 
on red backgrounds. While a rare coincidence, the 
situation is viewed dimly by border area law en¬ 
forcement authorities, who report complications 
in tracing license numbers and in interviewing hit- 
and-run accident and robbery witnesses. 

A more serious problem for fAnge communi¬ 
ties is caused by contradts in taxing procedures of 
neighboring states. This has been felt particu¬ 
larly in the Quad-Cities, located at the very edge 
of the boundary line: one result was organized 
opposition by local residents to city and state 
earnings taxes levied where they work in Missouri. 

With increased state spending planned, it 
seems possible that the state legislature will either 
boost the Illinois sales tax again or adopt a set 
of bills raising corporation franchise taxes, broad¬ 
ening the present sales tax and strengthening tax 
collection procedures. 

Such laws would apply equally throughout the 
state but inevitably would have their biggest impact 
near the borders. We hope that the added prob¬ 
lems found along the fringes are gives adequate 
consideration when changes are made.

Shortage Of Doctols 
Becoming More Acute 

A new government report bears out a condi¬ 
tion that steadily is becoming more apparent — 
ihe shortage of doctors. Those in private practice 
have increased 20 % in recent decades while the 
number of persons to be cared for medically has 
risen by more than twice that rate, Only about two 
of every three physicians are in private practice, 
compared to 66% in 1931. 

Today, those in private practice are almost 
equally divided between general practitioners and 
specialists: 30 years ago, specialists accounted for 
only one out of every six doctors. This trend no 
doubt reflects a necessary transition in approaches 
and techniques of curing the sick, but it also puts 
a further squeeze on those in need of a family 
physician; there are some communities without 
. them and many other areas with fewer general 
physicians than are needed. 

Several ways of reversing the drop in the 
doctor-population ratio come to mind, including 
expansion of medical schools, more streamlined 
courses, and encouragement of qualified individu¬ 
als to enter the profession. As suggested previous¬ 
ly. loans or grants to help finance medical train¬ 
ing—with recipients possibly agreeing to serve 
here for at least five years—would be a worthy 
individual or joint project for local civic organ¬ 
izations.

Democrats Vs. Independents 
For Most District Offices 

Differing with 93 other Illinois counties, Mad¬ 
ison county was one of nine that supported the 
1960 Democratic presidential ticket. And any re¬ 
maining doubt that it is a predominately Demo¬ 
cratic cd|unty has been swept aside by the January 
filing for district constable and justice of the peace 
positions. In only one of the five districts, the Ld- 
wardsville area, has the Republican party named 
candidates. 

The fact that the pre-election period is occur¬ 
ring simultaneously with moves to amend the dis¬ 
trict election law may have deterred some from 
entering the race. At any rate, it will be up to in¬ 
dependent candidates to provide the bulk of the 
opposition. 

While there would have been some interest 
in direct party contests, independent races have 
been traditional at the local level, where most can¬ 
didates are personally known by the public and 
where national party issues have only' a limited 
relationship to the offices to he filled. Also, the 
district offices are in the judicial field, where poli¬ 
ties should not be a primary concern. 

With Democrats running under the party 
heading and some Democrats and some Republi¬ 
cans competing independently, voters of the coun¬ 
ty will have an opportunity to decide the district 
contests on individual merit.
